to him a particular Dury 1s assigned, which | think nos 
worth en quiring mto, seeing we fave the scriptures, and 
out of these, “the man of God may be perfect , thorovghh ily fist 

nished, unto all good works.” 2 Tim. 3. 17. 

I can distinguish only two classes of standing officers 
(properly so called) 3 wi the first churches. These were 
called by various names. ‘Pheir duty and qui alifications are 
represented by the apostle to Timothy, first epistle 3 chap. 
ter. 

‘he Bishop or spiritual overseer is to be “one that Rv- 
LETH WELL his own house, ea his children in sudjection 
with all vravii Ye 

Tre Deacons are to be “the husband of one wife, Roxie 
their children and their own houses well Jotha are to possess 
the eift of Ruiine weit in their own houses. The apostle 
shows why this @f{fis necessary in regard to the Bishop. 
“Bor” says he “fa man kuew not haw to Rue his own 
house; how shall. he take care of the church of God? This 
secms applicable both to Bishe ps and Deacons. Deacons 
are to “serve fables” &e. he distinguishing duty of the 
der or Bishop is more particularly to “yive themselves covtin- 
wally te prayer and the ministry of the w cord. &c. Acts 6. 2, 4. 

doin. “Rebuke not an Elder, but intreat him asa fa 
ther, and the younger menas brethren. ‘Phe Eider Wo- 
men as mothers, and the younger as sisters, with all purity.” 

1 Tim. 5. 1,2. Here the apostle scems to use the word 
ELper with reference to age, experience, gilts, 2 and uselul- 
ness, ‘oth as respects men and women.

Aualogous to this; Peter re »presents the Elder ane 
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vounger in contrast. “The Elders which are among you | 
“| ort, whoam also an Elder.” Feed the flock of God 
which is among you, taking the oversight thereof, not by 
constraint, bat willingly; not for filthy ldcre but of a reat! 
gl: Neither as being lords over God’s heritage but be- 
ingensamoles to the flock. Likewise ye younger submit 
yoursel ve sto the Elder; yea, all of you be subject one to 
“nother.’ Here submission as well as s: bjection is enjomed 
en all. 

Aegan. It appears that a paeeny of Elders were ape 
pou ted as officers in ev ery church, and that there Elders 
eluded Bishops and Deacons. “And when they had or- 
dained E! ers, in every church.” Acts 14,23. These a- 
gin were called overseers. “Take heed therefore unto 
vourselves, and to all the flock over which the Holy Ghost 
hath made vou overseers, to feed the church of God.” Acts 
9.28. “For this cause left I thee in Crete, that thou 
shouldest set in erder the things taat are wanting and or- 
dain Elders in every city, as T had apvoated thee.” Titus

From these facts about Elde:s and about Ruling, T con- 
cade that it belongs to no one to assume, or accept of such 
an official title, as that of Runing Exper.
